Tax 
assessors do not consider crop losses 
but only tree damage in fixing valu- 
ations.

groves did so at an average cost 01 
one hundred dollars per acre, which 
is a penalty already assessed, they 
maintain. It is considered to be an 
unfortunate time to raise orange 
grove valuations.

It is located about three- 
and-one-half miles south of Pomona, the 
property given for this purpose by the late 
Mrs. Margaret Fowler, who hoped that it 
might become a convalescent home for chil- 
dren suffering from the aftermath of infan- 
tile paralysis. The estate is worth many thou- 
sands of dollars, but there must be money for 
remodeling and for expenses during the first 
year of its operation. 


It is a demonstrated fact that children can 


be restored to usefulness through the "water 
cure," say all Covina physicians. 
They 


strongly recommend that this institution be 
established. They say that society will get 
all of its money back eventually thru the 
restoration of these future citizens to useful 
life. That's the economic phase of this pro- 
posal. 


And the moral phase is very old, stressed 


in all religions and in liberal political phil- 
osophies. We should be "our brother's keep- 
er." It is a problem belonging to all society. 


Dr. L. L. Wirt, executive vice-president of 


the Casa Colina committee, draws attention 
to the fact that archaeologists have uncovered 
the pool of Bethesda, in the city of Jerusalem, 
spoken of in the New Testament as the place 
where "the lame, the halt and the blind" came 
to bathe and be healed. Jesus passed that 
way, and found a man who was paralyzed, 
lying outside the health-giving pool. When 
Jesus said: "Wouldst thou be made whole?" 
the man answered: "Sir, I have no man to 
put me into the pool." 


A Covina committee headed by Mrs. Mar- 


ian B. Reed has been raising funds with 
which to put these crippled children into the 
pool. In this valley there are many who, in 
the coming years, will be able to say: 


"I helped to put the first crippled children 


into Casa Colina pool."

General Logan's Memorial day mobilization 


order was issued in 1878, and read thereafter 
in the sacred ground thai serves five towns 
as a burial place, but this year it will in 
reality be a demobilization order. In our val- 
ley there are none to answer the call. 


A few members of posts of the Spanish- 


American war, and the Woman's Relief Corps 
that has served the Civil war soldiers so 
valiantly, will carry on in the place of the 
vanished army that came home in 18G5. And 
the American Legion and other world-war 
organizations will provide the vigor and the 
directing force to perpetuate these annual ex- 
ercises. 


Citizens of the valley should be present in 


large numbers this year. It is a beautiful 
ceremony in a beautiful spot. And its lesson 
is wholly that of peace, not of war. Two hours 
spent in that lovely Garden of Memory next 
Monday will make for better citizenship on 
the part of everyone, young and old. 


If we love peace, we should go there and 


hear again the story that tells us how dearly 
peace has been bought for us. Not glory, but 
peace, has its price in Sacrifice, that we might 
dwell in security.

Greater Production and Less 
Buying Power— 


One of the major arguments for the pro- 


motion of the Central Valley project, includ- 
ing Kennett dam in the upper Sacramento 
iiver, and the vast plans for irrigation over 
many thousands of acres, is that much of this 
acreage was in high production in orchards 
and vineyards along about 1923 and before 
that, and that now it has gone back to desert 
because of lack of water. 


The Central Valley project has been ap- 


proved by the government, and has never met 
any serious objection from agriculturists and 


stopped the public from purchasing insurance 
coverage from private business in unprece- 
dented amounts. 


The largest insurance company in the world 


closed last year with more life insurance in 
force than ever before—$21,000,000,000. This 
is indicative of the experience of other com- 
panies. 


The American people still want to produce 


future security for themselves and their de- 
pendents thru their own thrift, wisdom and 


I savings. This is not a criticism of govern- 


mental security—it, is just praise for the mil- 
lions of our people who aren't satisfied to 
depend on it entirely for their old age. 


their organizations. But why more orchards 
and vineyards when the government now is 
obliged to buy agricultural surpluses to sta- 
bilize markets? 


Naturally, we don't wish to put anything 


in the way of California improvement, nor 
do we wish to obstruct projects that will bene- 
fit farmers and fruit-raisers who do not hap- 
pen to be as well supplied with agricultural 
assentials as are some of the older farming 
areas of the state. But we have a marketing 
problem that seems to grow more acute each 
year. If we could bring in an absolutely un- 
biased observer, say, from the planet Mars, 
would he not say that it was somewhat puz- 
zling that we are so anxious to add many 
hundreds of thousands of producing acreage 
when we can't sell all that we now raise? 


This writer is not one who believes that the 


country is anywhere near saturation as to the 
consumption of commodity goods, especially 
as regards food. The people of this nation 
could consume probably three times what 
they are now consuming, and be happier and 
healthier, and the nation as a whole would 
be richer in every respect. With this as a 
premise it might be logical to spend great 
sums to bring additional vast acreages into 
production. 


But we have not learned how to distribute, 


and until we do (if we ever do) we are piling 
up a great expense on taxpayers that cannot 
be retired thru profitable production. As long 
as the ability to buy is limited, greater acre- 
ages are not only unnecessary, but are a dis- 
tinct threat to the stability of the acreage al- 
ready in production. 


Just as is the case with most of our social 


welfare and promotional legislation at the 
present time, the foundation for such legis- 
lation has not been properly laid. We must 
make it possible for people to consume more 
before we are justified in producing more. 
That would seem to be common, ordinary 
logic.

by Washington in his warning to 
'avoid entangling alliances." Throw- 
ing off this old restriction, America 
must cooperate with the world to 
achieve lasting peace. 
SWEEPING INDICTMENTS 
IN RECENT YEARS 


During the past few years the 


American citizen has heard much of 
the subsidiary incidents of war. He 
has heard sweeping indictments di- 
rected against the arms barons, their 
power and propaganda, their prime 
interest in personal profit, and their 
attempts to embroil the nation in an 
armed struggle to satisfy their own 
desires for gain. 


He has heard of the flagrant pro- 


fiteering that ran rampant during 
our last conflict, of the nation's four 
thousand new millionaires who arose 
at a time when our soldiers were 
fighting ill the trenches for a dollar 
a day. ' 


He has heard of the graft and pil- 


lage of; those dark days when our 
government was helpless and our 
people struggled under a heavy taxi 
bumen. 
He has heard of these' 


things and found them true. Un- 
died, but they are not the underly- I 
ing causes of war. Rather they are 
its surface effects. 
HUMANITY SEEKS A 
WORTHY CAUSE 


Humanity is searching for a cause 


worth seitving. In the comradeship 
of battle against a common foe, man 
finds expression for the half-felt de- 


sires, for virtues that a subdued eco- 
nomic civilization have partially de- 
stroyed. These latent ideals, orig- 
inally so noble in character, are 
present in every war. These intuitive 
qualities of the human heart and 
soul, only vaguely recognized by 
man, are the basic causes of con- 
flict. 


Immediately arises the question of 


what society can do to regulate these 
instincts, prejudices, emotions, and 
insure collective security. Aristotle 
once said, "AH who have meditated 
on the art of governing mankind 
have been convinced that the fate of 
empire depends on the education of 
youth." 


This declaration is even more true 


now, in 1937, than it was when he 
said it twenty-three hundred years 
ago in Athens. 
EDUCATION ONLY HOPE 
FOR PEACE 


Education is society's one hope for 


establishing 
a 
permanent world 


peace. To counteract inborn preju- 
dices, to bring about a greater world 
understanding through study of geo- 
graphy and literature, to remove 
language barriers through the advo- 
cation of a single tongue, to replace 
mistaken ideals with clear-cut mo- 
tives, to guide the thought of youth 
into channels of clarity and toler- 
ance these should be the purposes of 
an informed society. 


The rewards will not immediately 


be apparent, for, by its very nature, 
the process is gradual and evolu- 
tionary. But the rewards will be 
far-reaching. On the permanent and 
basic rock of education rests the 
future of world civilization.
